SECURITY FIRING 
REPORT MISUSED, 
‘UNION PROTESTS 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 12 (AP) 
—Leaders of the National Fed- 
eration of Federal Employes 
said yesterday that government 
reports of security firings “have 
been flagrantly misused for 
partisan political purposes.” 

The federation's executive 
council named no names in its 
criticism, but called for a study 
of the security program. It said 
necessary security rules should 
be made part of federal law. The 
program now operates under 
presidential order.

Bricker Battle Again? 

If Senator Bricker has his way the Eisenhower 
Administration will be forced to fight all over 
again in the new Congress a battle that the 
White House won at great effort and by the 
skin of its teeth only a year ago. The Ohie Old 
Guardsman has already reintroduced his amend- 
ment to curb the treaty-making power of Presi- 
dent Eisenhower, as accorded to his office by the 
United States Constitution. 

The President has proposed so many important 
legislative matters for congressional considera- 
tion—and special messages are still to come— 
that it will be a serious misfortune if the new 
Senate spends any great amount of time on the 
Bricker resolution. Whatever attention the 
amendment to hamstring presidential leadership 
in foreign affairs may get, it should come at the 
end of the session when more urgent matters 
have been disposed of. 

In the last session the Bricker scheme, which 
unfortunately has had the suppert of the hier- 
archy of the American Bar Association, was ren- 
dered less and less mischievous as one draft 
after another was prepared in the hope that 


White House opposition could be overcome. 


Finally the Bricker-Knowland-Ferguson wordings 
gave way to a substitute offered by Senator 
George of Georgia. 

On the showdown vote the George substitute 
was defeated, 31 Senators opposed to 60 in favor. 
Thus narrowly did the resolution fail to receive 
the two-thirds majority required for passage of 
a proposed constitutional amendment. 

- — — 

How would the new Senate vote if the issue 
were to come up today? There is no way to be 
sure, but assuming that Senators who served in 
the last session would vote as they did a year 
ago, speculation about the new members becomes 
interesting. For there is little doubt that Senator 
Bricker has been buttonholing the newcomers 
and trying to line them up as he lined up so 
many after the Republican victory in 1952. 

Fourteen Republicans voted to support the 
President a year ago. Two of these, Cooper of 
Kentucky and Ferguson of Michigan, were de- 
feated last November by Democratic Senators 
Barkiey and McNamara. If Senators Barkley 
and McNamara are opposed to the Bricker pro- 
posal, then there is no change here in the num- 
ber of Senators for and against. 

Sixteen Democrats and Independent Senator 
Morse of Oregon also voted to uphold the Pres- 
ident. All these continue in the new Senate. 

Four changes have taken place among the 32 
Republican Senators who opposed the President. 


New Jersey's Hendrickson, who did not run, has 


been succeeded by Republican Clifford R. Case, 
a strong Eisenhower supporter. Cordon of Ore- 
gon was defeated by Democrat Richard L. 
Neuberger, who can be counted on to support the 
White House on this issue. Tio Nebraska Re- 
publicans, Butler and Griswold, who died last 
year, have been succeeded by Republican Sena- 
tors Hruska and Curtis. 
— . * 

Among the 28 Democrats who backed the 
Bricker proposal, six changes have taken place. 
Democrats Burke of Ohio, Gillette of Iowa and 
Johnson of Colorado have been succeeded by 
Republican Senators Bender, Martin and Allott, 
respectively. Wyoming's late Democratic Sena- 
tor Hunt has been succeeded by Democratic 
Senator O'Mahoney, and South Carolina’s Sena- 
tor Maybank has been succeeded by Democratic 
Senator Thurmond. 

Both of North Carolina's Democratic Senators 
a year ago were against the President—the late 
Senator Hoey voted against the White House 
and Senator Lennon was absent and thus kept 
himself available to ask reconsideration. So far 
as wé know their successors, Senators Ervin and 
Scott, have not declared themselves on this issue. 

Thus the prospect is that there has been some 
give and take on the issue of the Bricker ball-and- 
chain, with the Bricker side probably losing 
more votes than it gained in the 1954 election. 

But there ought to be an additional safeguard. 
Many Republicans who committed themselves to 
support Senator Bricker have discharged any 
obligation to him. Surely some of those who op- 
posed Mr. Eisenhower's stand a year ago would 
now give the Pregident the support he so clearly 
deserves on this Vital question.

The New York waterfront, where murder and 
racketeering were so long disguised as union ac- 
tivity, finally hopes for a period of industrial 
peace. The basis of this hope is a new two-year

contract between the Longshoremen’s Associa- 


tion and the New York Shipping Association. 

For years the corrupt conditions in the nation’s 
largest port made national news. A series of in- 
vestigations pointed to hoodlum control of ILA 
locals. The recent prize-winning film, “On the 
Waterfront,” dramatized what had happened. 

Through the shape-up system, union hiring 
bosses controlled the jobs and the men on the 
docks. The bosses preyed on men and employers 
alike. Extortions, kickbacks and quickie strikes 
were comimon. Gambling was encouraged. Men 
who tried to fight back sometimes disappeared. 

Finally the AFL threw out the old ILA and 
formed a rival union. The new AFL group, how- 
ever, lost two elections to the ILA, which re- 
mained in control. But before that happened, the 
veteran union chief, Joe Ryan, was forced into 
retirement and some of his lieutenants were 
jailed. Under Capt. William V. Bradley, the ILA 
began to clean house a little. 

This had official encouragement from a new 
bi-state agency, the New York-New Jersey Water- 
front Commission. In its first year.the commis- 
sion reduced pier crime and got rid of many 
dockside hoodlums by refusing them registration 
as longshoremen or hiring bosses. Most impor- 
tant, the shape-up was outlawed. 

In signing their new.contract, the longshore- 
men and the ghippers have added new restric- 
tions against the shape-up. Aside from a pay in- 
crease, the contract provides for the first union 
shop in the history of the port and prohibits 
strikes and lockouts. These terms represent an

Merit and the Workhouse 

Warden Clarence Weismantel’s administration 
of the Workhouse is under close scrutiny by his 
superiors in City Hall. Dethils of his difficulties 
havé not been made public. But Mayor Tucker 
has hinted that Mr. Weismantel is on the carpet 
because of a slovenly operation of the institution. 

The Warden's job falls within city’s merit 
system. The occupant thus is protected from ar- 
bitrary and capricious dismissal, especially for 
political purposes. That is as it should be. But 
the merit system does not protect any municipal 
employe or official who is unwilling or unable 
to perform his assigned duties. 

Machinery exists under which merit-system 
personnel may be removed from office, demoted, 
reduced in pay or suspended without pay. It has 
rarely been employed against top-echelon em- 


ployes, perhaps because of the supposed diffieul- 


ty of making such action stick. 

The result is that a few ‘officials at the top 
level seem to feel free to work at cross purposes 
to the administration they are supposed to serve, 
or to attempt to sabotage administration policy 
from within, or even to ignore orders from the 
top. This attitude is expressed like this: “We'll 
be here long after he (the Mayor) is gone.”

The Fountain Grove public 
hunting area in Linn and Liv- 
ingston counties, south of Mead- 
ville and about equi-distant be- 
tween Chillicothe and Brook- 
field, furnished excellent duck 
shooting during November and 
December. 

This area was activated in 
1948. It contains 3433 acres, of 
which 2150 are shallow marshes 
that are ideal habitat for resting 
and feeding waterfowl. In 1951, 
about 1800 acres of millet and 
smartweed were planted and it 
quickly became a favorite stop- 
over for an estimated million 
assorted waterfowl. During the 
1951 waterfowl season, 2216 
hunters bagged 3816 ducks, 20 
geese and 189 coots on the area. 

In 1954, 4545 nimrods killed 
7308 ducks and 37 geese. On 
one day alone, Nov. 28, 158 hunt- 
ers bagged 467 ducks. Twenty- 
five blinds were available to the 
waterfowlers and often as many 
as 30 applications had to re- 
jected because more blinds were 
not available. During one week, 
from Nov. 29 to Dec. 5, the area 
handled 741 hunters. 

Duck Creek and Mingo, 

Next fall Fountain Grove will 
have a strong rival in the Duck 
Creek public hunting area. This 
area comprises some 6000 acres 
of former swampland near Pux- 
ico. It lies adjacent to the 22,000- 
acre Mingo waterfowl refuge in 
Wayne, Bollinger and Stoddard 
counties. Three of the water- 
fowl shooting pools were com- 
pleted in 1954. They cover 3100 
acres, and a fourth pool of 1600 
acres will be completed in the 
future. 

When completed, Duck Creek 
will have 112 shooting blinds and 
will accommodate 450 hunters 
daily. Water is furnished the 
Duck Creek area from Castor 

river by way of a diversion 
canal. The reservoir reached 
full pool level in mid-December, 
just 40 days after the fuse-plug 
connecting Castor river and the 
diversion canal was opened. 

Mingo refuge, adjacent to 
Duck creek, once was one of the 
outstanding places in the United 
States for waterfowl. Before the 
St. Louis-San Francisco Railroad 
removed its branch line, Mingo 
Station was a favorite rendez- 
vous for hunters. The Mingo 
bottoms were a hunter’s para- 
dise. They contained some 27,000 | 
acres of swampland and were 
bounded on the south by the 
St. Francis river. The adjacent 
hill farms furnished bounteous 
upland game, the St. Francis 
river excellent fishing, and the 
lowlands were teeming with wa- 
terfowl during the migratory 
seasons. 

100 Mallards Bagged in Day. 

One resident of the area, who 
went there in 1902, told this 
writer, “I have seen a hunter 
with more than 100 mallard 
ducks killed in one day. I have 
seen 80 quail killed in four or 
five days and the hunter ‘cuss’ 
his luck because he didn’t get 
75 or 100! I have seen so-called 
‘sportsmen’ get off the Frisco 
train in the morning at the side 
track and, when the train re- 
turned in the afternoon, these 
‘sportsmen’ would be awaiting 
its arrival with burlap sacks full 
of quail and ducks which they 
had killed in just a few hours.” 

Around the year 1920, Mingo 
swamp was destroyed. Agricul- 


-tural interests tried to reclaim 


it for farming land. The lateral 
ditches and the main ditch rap- 
idly drained the water from the 
watersheds and dried up the 
fishing holes and duck marshes. 
Sawmilis denuded the land of 
all the timber which was large 
eno to make a mine prop. 
The land was burned off eac 

spring-and fall—driving out and 
destroy the wildlife that was 


left. Much of the land was found 
to be unfit for agricultural pur- 
poses.

Mingo has been partly re- 
stored. A new timber crop is 
thriving. Only one devastating 
ire has occurred since it has 
been under federal supervision. 
Ducks and geese have been 
there the last few seasons by 
the tens of thousands. Furbear- 
ers, especially raccoon, are 
abundant. Even quail are seen 
frequently on the protected 
farmland in the refuge. 

Part of the Duck Creek shoot- 
ing area land is federally-owned 
and part state-owned. Much of 
it lies in the old Mingo Basin. 
It will be a co-operative project, 
managed by the Missouri Con- 
servation Commission. The res- 
ervoir has been stocked with 
16,000 bass, 10,000 channel cat- 
fish and 250,000 jack salmon. 
The bass and catfish were year- 
old fish and the area probably 
will be open to public fishing 
in 1956 *

| A campaign for signatures on 
petitions opposing fluoridation 
of the St. Louis water supply 
was started last night at a meet- 
ing sponsored by the Citizens’ 
Committee Against Fluoridation, 
attended by about 200 persons,

at Soldan-Blewett High School. 

The group is seeking repeal of 
a city. ordinance that provides 
for introduction of fluorine in 
the water as a means of retard- 
ing tooth decay in children. 

Several speakers denounced 
fluoridation, arguing that its ef- 
ficiency had not been ‘proved, 
William R. Orthwein, committee 
counsel, said: “It is ridiculous 
and should be laughed out of 
existence.” 

Representatives of the St. 
Louis Medical Society and the 
Missouri State Dental Associa- 
tion, which favor fluoridation. 
were present but were refused 
permission to state their views. 
Orthwein contended that arti- 
ficial fluorides are not the same 
as those that occur naturally. 
Orthwein contended that the 
proposed concentration of one 
part to one million parts, taken 
as an average, would mean “the 
wrong dose for everyone be- 
cause no one is average.“ 

Dr: Ralph Rosen, chairman of 
the dental association’s fluorida- 
tion committee, said today: “The 
group at that mieeting didn’t 
want the facts. Dr. Willard 
Bartlett of the St. Louis Med- 
ical Society and I were prepared 
to give them, but he was told it 
was an organizational meeting 
and not a debate.” 

“A lot was said about toxicity,” 
Dr. Rosen said. “Everything is 
toxic—even time. At one part 
to one million, a person would 
become toxic from the water be- 
fore he would from the fluoride.”

“Since a company hires the whole man and never fully iso- 
lates any ‘one aspect of him, we naturally look closely for 
polse, self-confidence, tact, capacity for leadership, judg- 
ment and the ability to express himself.”

NICKERSON CITES a survey of 76 American corpora- 
tions, showing that lack of specific skills accounted for only 
10 per cent of the discharges while character traits account- 
ed for 90 per cent. Character traits also represented the fac- 
tors preventing promotion in over three times as many cases 
as did a laek of specific skills. 

; Parents and teachers alike ought to take these facts into 
account. Right now you can probably do more to insure 


your son’s future success in life by helping him build char- 


acter than by getting him started prematurely on some trade 
or profession. He needs to learn how to get along with other

The consequence 
was that South went down four 
tricks undoubled; and got off 
with a 400-point penalty instead 
of paying out 1100 points. Thus, 
in a sense the case represented 
a defeat for East-West since 
they threw away more points— 
many more—than they received. 


The writer does not mean to 
imply that there is no such 
thing as liking a contract too 
well to double it—such instapces 
do arise—but it is an indisputa- 
ble fact that all grades of play- 
ers over-emphasize this sort’ of 
thing. Good opponents (and 
North-South in the case at issue 
were of high repute) will reach 
their best-fitting contract in an 
overwhelming percentage of 
deals, and therefore when such 
defensive chances as this come 
up it is reasonable for the de- 
fenders to assume that the 
enemy can't escape; that the op- 

posing hands are freakish‘ mis- 
fits. This doesn't occur so often 
that the chance to double can 
be declined!
